CONFERENCE REPORT 


[To accompany S. 1728] 

The committee of conference on the disagreeing votes of the two 
Houses on the amendments of the House to the bill (S. 1728) to in- 
crease benefits provided to American civilian internees in Southeast 
Asia, having met, after full and free conference, have agreed to recom- 
mend and do recommend to their respective Houses as follows : 

That the Senate recede from its disagreement to the amendment of 
the House to the text of the Senate bill and agree to the same with an 
amendment as follows : 

In lieu of the matter proposed to be inserted by the House amend- 
ment insert the following : 

That section 5{i) (3) of the War Claims Act of 19/jS (50 App. U.S.C. 
2001(1) (3) ) is amended by striking out u $60 ” and inserting in lieu, 
thereof a $ 150 

Sue. 2. Section 213(a) of such Act is amended, by redesignating para- 
graph (l) as paragraph ( 5 ) and inserting after paragraph (3) the 
following new paragraph: 

“(If) Thereafter , payments from time to time on account of the other 
awards made to individuals pursuant to section 202 and not compen- 
sated in full under paragraph (1) , (2 ) , or (3) of this subsection in an 
amount which shall be the same for each award or in the amount of 
the award , whichever is less. The total payment pursuant to this para- 
graph on account of any award shall not exceed $250,000.”. 

And the Hon so agree to the same. 

That the Senate recede from its disagreement to the amendment of 
the House to the title of the Senate bill and agree to the same with an 
amendment as follows : 

In lieu of the matter proposed to be inserted by the House amend- 
ment insert the following : 

An Act to amend the War Claims Act of 1948 to increase 
benefits provided to American civilian internees in Southeast 
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Asia and to provide for additional payments on awards made 
to ind ividuals under that Act.

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JOINT EXPLANATORY STATEMENT OF THE 
COMMITTEE OF CONFERENCE 

The managers on the part of the House and the Senate at the con- 
ference on the disagreeing votes of the two Houses on the amendnie t 
of the House to the bill (S. 1728) to increase benefits providecl to 
American civilian internees m Southeast Asm, submit the following 
ioint statement to the House and the Senate in explanation of the ef- 
fect of the action agreed upon by the managers and recommended 

the accompanying conference report: 

The House amendments struck out all of the Senate bill aitei the 
euactino- clause and inserted a substitute text and provided a new title 
for the Senate bill, and the Senate disagreed to the House amendments. 
The committee of conference recommends that the Senate recede 
from its disagreement to the amendment of the House to the text of 
the, bill, with an amendment which is a substitute for both the text, of 
the Senate bill and the House amendment to the text of the Senate 
bill and also recede from its disagreement to the House amendment to 
the title of the Senate bill with a clarifying amendment. 

The differences between the text of the Senate bill, the House amend- 
ment thereto, and the substitute agreed to m conference are noted 
below except for clerical corrections, conforming changes made neces- 
sary by reiison of agreements reached by the conferees, and minor 
drafting and clarifying changes. 

SENATE BIEL 

The Senate bill amended section 5 of the War Claims Act of 1948 to 
increase the authorized detention benefits for American civilians dm - 
iim the Vietnam conflict from $60 per month to $b>0 per month, in 
order to raise the detention benefits authorized for civilians to the level 
presently authorized for military personnel. 

HOUSE AMENDMENT 

The House amendment also amended section 5 of the War Claims 
Wt of 1948 to increase from $60 to $190 per month the benefits plo- 
dded to American civilian internees in Southeast Asia. 

In addition, section 2 of the House amendment amended section 
21-Ual of the War Claims Act of 1948 to give a first priority to the 
m'vment, in full of the remaining individual awards for property losses 
arising out of World War II, and a second priority to the payment of 
the remaining corporate awards for similar losses up to the level of 

^Existing law provides for payment of both individual and corporate 
awards, in equal amounts up to $35,000, and on a pro rata basis above 

that figure.
